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It makes little difference in what part of the world one 
may be, one may still encounter old friends, some of them play- 
Mates, others s choolm tes and classmates at college. But how 
pleasant it is to meet old friends and talk over old times, and 
to relate what had occurred in one's life. Such it was in this 
instance, and I shall endeavor to repeat what was told me of hap- 
penings since we left college. Our lives had been spent in wide- 
ly separated parts but at practically the same kind of work. 

My friend's father, then, wis very walthy. He had been en- 
gaged in mining or in stocks. It was intended his son would en- 
ter the same work but more particularly as an engineer. To fol- 
low that line of work, aside from the classics, he had studied 
more deeply in the sciences such as mineralogy, geology, etc. 

His father was a great friend of Cecil Rhodes and secured his boy 
‘ beneh on his staff. For a few years he ws up and down through- 
out South Africa, prospecting, engineering, and doing all the gen- 
eral wrk of developing mining. He hoped to take up properties 

of his own and branch out as many others had done. 

How often it is in life, all our hopes, ambitions, and plans 
are shattered. His father dealt very heavily in "“Kaffirs" and 
woen the stocks went to the wall, he lost nearly everything, md 
the succeeding Boer War cleaned up everything. He died soon af- 


terwards. It was a sad blow to the boy. He had practically no- 
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thing and could not stay in South Africa, so he decided to migrate 
to new fields. te chose Canada. It was at that time a new count- 
ry, and quite difficlt to get around. fo anyone that was there 
in those days, this can be readily understood. Again there were 
few, if any, opportunities. he work was very hard and the sur- 
fare very often very great. vbrovisions were hard to get and need- 
ead long trips, which, of course, was mushing and packing every- 
thing on one's back. Shooting and fishing were good; that helped 
a@ great deal, but the winters were long ami hard, and little pros- 
pecting or mining could be dome. Nevertheless he was moderately 
successful. ‘here were som chances to dispose of some ground, 
although the prices paid were nob large, am anyone that bought 
knew they must develop the property with the usual chances of suc- 
cess or failure, and that always needed capital. He moved on west 
where the country was more thickly settled and travel came and went 
nearer the coast. But after three or four years with his small 
capital, he decided to migrate south. Washington and Oregon did 
not present very much.

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IRISH 

She was born in north of Engisnd, or Irish parents; one 
of a family of twenty children reared in Glasgow, Scotland. 
Her parents were of Catholic faith, and she remembers her 
father fighting many a battle with men of Protestant faith 
over their religion. The father earned a living for their | 
family as a miner. She had very little schooling as a girl, 
end while very young, along with other sisters of her family, 
went to work to help out at home, for well to do families 
usually as a maid or just general housework. Her father died 
when she was thirteen years of age; this made it very hard for 
the family to get along and those of them who were employed 
turned over nearly all they earned to their mother. 

One of her brothers was a Captain in the English army 
and fought in the war. He was in charge of a company of men, 
who in an engagement were all wiped out, except he and four 
others. On returning to England a rather lengthy explanation 
was demanded of him by the British Government, regards this 
engagement, to determine who was at fault for such a slaughter 
having occured. Due to this controversy he was detained in 
London for several days, not being allowed to visit his home. 
His mother was very ill at the time but members of their 
family thought it best not to tell him, as he had troubles 
enough of his own, so on returning home he found his mother 
had died. This was a great shock to him, on top of the trouble 
he had already been through, so he remained at home only a 
week and then took a boat sailing for the United States, to 


visit a friend in Boston. 
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By this time the children were pretty well grown. This 
girl was sixteen now and just a few days after her brother 
had sailed, she and an older sister decided to come to 
America. They hurriedly got their things together, packed 
their baggage and put up enough lunch to last them all the 
way across the Atlantic, and in just one week after their 
brother had sailed, they were on a boat bound for New York. 
They also helped another lady, who had four children, 
financially and also with eats, to come with them. This lady 
had a husband in Brooklyn, but it seemed he wasn't doing any 
to well and his wife thought if she were with him, he would 
be able to do better. They arrived in New York, and it was 
true this lady's husband wasn't doing any too well, as he 
had to borrow the carfare to come and meet them at the boat. 
They all went over to Brooklyn the day they arrived. The 
two sisters called on some relatives, who had earlier come 
from England. At atten they were each served with a scant 
piece of fish, and these sisters decided right now that they 
didn't much like the way the people in America ate, so the 
very next morning they rented a flat, bought second hand 
furniture and started housekeeping on their own. 

Even though they were in a large, strange city they 
didn't find time to get lonely for two days after they had 
furnished up the flat, the lady, her husband and four 
children moved in, also another couple they had met on the 
boat. This didn't go on very long before the funds got low. 
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The elder sister went over to New York and got a job, leaving 
her young sister to foot the bills for the crown, not even 
coming home to see how they were getting on. This girl was 
down to ter last dollar so she went to New York to look for 
work. All she had done in the old cowntry was housework, ‘so 
she went over on Fifth Ave. and started out, She mer with 
little success however, not having any new York reference. 
Toward evening she found a lady who decided to give her a 
week's trial. She kept the job for six months and being 
green they almost worked her to death. One day she met an 
Englishman who had a hotel, and after telling him her story, 
he gave her a job as waitress in his hotel. She found this to 
be an easy job, she earned what she thought was very good 
money and she stayed with this job for over a year. 

She went around but very little while in New York. As 
she was quite young and had extremely rosy cheeks, most of 
the people she met there teased her about her red cheeks, 
Due to this and being rather shy she contented herself by 
going to an occasional show and spending the remainder of 
her time in her quarters. Her sister had been working all 
this time and between them they had saved quite a little 
money. They had relatives in the mining district of 
Pennsylvania, so one day her sister perguaded her to quit 
her job and go to visit with them. She soon tired of the 
mining camps, so she went to Philadelphia and found work as 


a waitress, this time in a restaurant. Not being contented 
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here she decided to go back to New York. Sood after she 
learned that her childhood sweetheart had come out from England 
and was working the the coal mines in Pennsylvania. He came 
over to New York several times to visit her and finally per- 
suaded her to go back to Pennsylvania with him. About two 
months later they were married. She and her sister were 
married the same week. The sister and her husband went back 
to England and have never returned. She had quarreled with 
her sister over money matters, and since that time she has 
never written her. 

After five years in the Pennsylvania mining district 
she and her husband and their two children moved to Colorado, 
where her husband was employed in the mines. Two more child- 
ren were born here and at times they went thru sever hardships. 
They were in the big strike, when the State troops were called 
out, and miners were ordered from their homes with their 
families. Several miners were shot and one woman, about to be 
confined was driven from her home at the point of a gun and 
finally shot thru the stomach. After the strike was over her 
husband went back to work in the mines, but during the next 
winter he died and she was left with four little children to 
eare for. 

She managed to leave Colorado and went to Salt Lake 
City. Here she found work as a waitress and earmed sufficient 
money to care for her children and herself. She lived in Salt 


Lake several years, married again, later moving to San Diego, 
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California. Here she bought a restaurant and did well, 
while her husband had a good job on the boats sailing up and 
down the coast. He finally gave up going to sea. They sold 
out in San Diego and moved to Oakland where he found a good 
job. They were divorced later. During the war, she went 
into the chicken business and made ten thousand dollars in 
one year, then sold the ranch at a good profit. She in- 
vested in an apartment house and other real estate, and kept 
making money until the depression came along, since then 

she has lost money. She lost fifty-five thousand dollars on 
one house alone. She still has one apartment house, a home 
in Piedmont, and several other parcels of property. She is 
greatly in debt, but still has an abundance of that Irish 


courage to carry on.

"I was born in the north of Ireland in 1879, was 

one of the family of seven children, four boys and 
three girls. When I was seven years old my father moved 
our family to Glasgow, Scotland, He was a coal miner 
and worked at this trade all his life. I attended 
school until I became fourteen years of age. then I 
had to join my two older brothers, doing what ever 
work we could find. We wanted to help earn a living 
for our family. 

“When I was nineteen years old I got a job with 
the Glasgow traction Company in the electric power 
house. Then I became a motorman on one of the trolley 
lines. In 1904, I went to Liverpool, England, where 
I worked on both trolley cars and busses for seven 
years. A strike was called and after the strike I 
could not find work in England. 

"T went to Canada, this was in 1911, and secured 
a good job there working for an electric power companye 
When I resigned, I was in charge of the plant. I liked 
the working conditions in Canada, this weather was very 
cold and I did not like the winters. 


"In 1913, I was married to a Scotch-Irish girl and 


we came to California to make our home. We have been in 
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Oakland for twenty two years. I have worked as a motor- 
man on Oakland street cars for over twenty years. For 
several years working conditions were so that we could 
save a good deal of money and during that time we bought 
and paid for two homes. One of these houses we rent 
and the other we use for our home. Most all the other 
money we saved was invested in stocks, and we have taken 
a big loss in all the stocks that we invested in. 

"We have one girl sixteen years old, who is in high- 
school. She is a good student and besides her studies 
at school, she is taking lessons on the piano. 

"T like my native country in many ways, but I 
don't think it offers the opportunity that America does 
for the working man. I have been an American citizen 
for a good many years now, and don't ever expect to leave 
California, except for a trip, but I would like to spend 
a few months in the British Isles if ever I can afford it. 

"I, like most other people, have been affected by 
depression, still I have had a job all the while. My 
loss has been thru stock investments that I made during 
better times. Now, most of our losses are thru taxes, 
I think that our taxes are entirely to high. 

“We dontt heve much recreation, except for a picture 


show now and then, during the summer months we go to the 


beach. Our daughter enjoys swimming and for myself, I 
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Born in Longford, Ireland, in 1886, H. was the third son ina 
family of seven. His father was employed by the government as a 
tax collector and although his position was considered a good one, 
he barely made enough for the wants of his large family. 

H. attended public school and when he was twelve years old, 
he was the only son remaining at home, his brothers having left 
for the United States to join an uncle in Boston.

She was born in County Mayo, Ireland in the year

The attitude of the young Irishman coming to America, M. 
pointed out to me, is different from that of the emigrant 
from any other country. Whether he. has been born in Countey 
Antrim, Donegal, or Kerry, he has from his earliest days 
come to look upon America, not so much er foreign country 
that will be new and strange to him should he ever come here, 
but as a place always ready to receive him with open arms. 

He knows the history of America; he knows the history of his 
ancestors that fought for America and helped build the country; 
he knows the stories of his relatives who have made a success 
Hebe: and he has listened to the tales of Irish emigrants 

who have returned to the old country for a brief stay, and 
incidentally he has noticed they were well supplied with money. 
Always in the young Irishman's mind was the idea that someday 
he would come to America. It seemed the most natural thing in 
the world to do. 

This was for times in the past, in his day. At present 
Ireland is beginning to come into its own. There the world 
wide depression has touched lightly if at all. Usually the 
Irishman came to America alone, there were no moving of whole 
families to this country as isy often true of emigrants of 
other nations. 

As for M; he came to America when he was twenty-two, in 


the year 1903. He had a cousin in New York that had a good 
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position in the city Government and he had an uncle that owned 
a saloon in San Francisco. Behind him in Ireland he left his 
father, mother, three sisters and two brothers.

Once in Sen Pmnelsco, I looked for a city job, the wide 
open gpaces had lost their lure for me. At last I got lomted 
as porter in the o1d Occidental Hotel at Bush and Montgomery 
Streets. 

By hotel experience in Australia helped me and I made 

“good finally, getting to be head parter. Gavin Mellab, who af- 
terward become a famous attorney and politicel leader, was chief 
Clerk. I often IMd pleasant conversatiose with him. He was al- 
ways interested in hearing experiences and learning about the 
habite of men under conlitions out of the ordinary. 

The Occidental of that day was one of the leading hotels 
of the town and many well mown people stopped there. My pay 
Was emall but the tips were gooi.e. It was a period of free- 
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handed spending end I accumilated quite a sum during the five 
years I was there. | 

An opportunity came for me to by intoa saloon, and, af- 
ter careful consideratima, I started in this tusinesee Our 
place was near the Southern Pacific station and we built up a 
good trade. Our patrons were of all dlasses, but as the house 
was orderly, end the patrons came and went without loafing a- 
round, there was no reasm for us to mter to any one Glass of 
Grades 

I stayed at this sme stam until the earthquake of 1906 
destroyed our places 

Six months after the disaster I opened a new place in the 
Same neighborhood, by myself now, ay marine’ heving gone into 
another line of business. 

The new place prospered and I mde money and put aside 
quite a nice sum. when prohibition came I closed up and sold 
my fixtur ese 

What stock I had I tok out to my house for my own use 
and for that of a few of my close friendge I never sold my 
liquor during the dry yeriod. . 

Several years before i went out of Imsivess = had bought 
& small ranch in the moantains of iendocino County. ‘here I 


went after settling up my affairs in the city, and there I 


stayed for ten years wiih m occasional trip San Francisco. 
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Iwas contented there though there ws not a living thing 
om, the places Som of my frienis came up to vieit me occasionally 
‘so I ald not get lonely. 

When prohibition was repealed I came back to San Francisce 
and opened up a tavern where I now dispense whatever the law al- 
lowss I hope the laws will not become so stringent as to put me 
out of business agains 
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The subject of this investi gation is forty-two yearsof ages 
Hie grandmrents m both sides were small merchants in county 
Cork, Ireland, and reised large families. ‘the elder sas re- 
mained in Ireland to carry on the business, while the younger 
sons were shipped off to the United States or Australia. ‘the 
parents mid their passage and exyected the mmey to be returned 
when tisir sms beceme established in their country. 

This man’s father and mother brought him through Ellis Ise 
lend when he was a little over year old. fhey grossed by rail- 
road to Havre, Vontam, where an uncle ws employed on the Great 
Northern Railroad as an engincer. At first, they made their 
home with the uncle until the father was taken on by the rail- 
road as a fireman. 

As a boy, this man atteded the grade schools of Havre and 
entered high sehool at fifteen. In his senior year of high school 
he attracted the attentia of « scout for the Gonzaga College feote- 
bali teame On graduating he was offered a place m the Gonzaga 
teem.

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Apparently he mde his plans well shead as he was taken 
inte the legal staff of a prominent lew firm in San Francisco 
upon graduating from the University of California. 

He has steadily advanced in the law firm and is now a yart- 
ner. When war was dedlared with Germany he entered an officer's 
training camp and received a commissim. He was stationed at 
Camp Kearny all tie magh the wax end was discharged with the rank 
of captaine 

He is a mst commander of the American Legion and a member 
of the County Council of the Legim. He isa Grand Knight in the 
Knights of Colusbus, a member of the Zliks, Meose, and two other 
lodges. 

He owmms his omm home where he lives with his second wife. 
(His first wife died.) He has aaassed a considerable fortune 
amd his great regret is that he ms no one to leave it.
